It was a fact 
that he mentioned with the higheft fatisfaction, that 
the furplus or profit arifing from this fifhery was not 
lefs than 500,000}, fterling per annum, and confe- 
quently much fuperior to whatever it had been before 
the American war. The object was therefore of 
magnitude enough to intereft the attention of the 
Committee and of the public. It employed con- 
ftantly 460 veffels, in which 10,000 feamen were 
aboard to work them. This was itfelf an objett-of 
great naval confequence to this country. He (tated 
the various meafures adopted by the French for en- 
pouraging and. improving their fifheries in the fame 
feas. Their bounties appeared to him exttavagant 
and abfurd, as. would always be the cafe when any 
branch of trade depended entirely for its fuccefs on 

~ Bounties: They allowed ten livres each quintal on 
all that went tothe fupply of their own markets, and 
five livres a quintal on whatever was exported. They 
protected at the fame time their home confumption 
by layiog five livres a quintal on all fifh that fhould 
be imported, a duty which he thought amounted to 

' @ prohibition. Notwithftanding all thefe attentions, 
however, it was impofhible, as he conceived, that e- 
yer they could rival our fithery with fuccefsin that 

. spart of the world. He apprized the Coitimittec of 
WaarHenivatthe bounties he fhould maive for, and 
colonization on the coalt of Newfoundland.” fr2- 
would have the fithery to be purely Britith, and to 
depend for all its fupplies entirely on the Britith 
market.
